Senior Training 
Program Advised 
For Scout Troops 


Thomas J. Keane, Nation- 


al Official, Addresses 


Council Group 


A senior program that gives a 


chance for service and for the per- 
formance of "manly achievements'* 
and that is pretty much up to the 
boys themselves was advocated for 
every scout troop by Thomas J. 
Keane, national director of senior 
scouting, before a group of valley 
council scouters last night at the 
Conway hotel. 


Keane, one of the pioneers of the 


sea scout program, told the scout 
leaders that as long as the program 
gives the opportunity for service, 
lives up to the scout oath, and pro- 
vides outdoor activities, it's "all 
right with the national headquar- 
ters " 


He advocated further that it be 


run apart from the regular troop, 
because older boys are "no longei 
interested in what they call "kid 
stuff" and that in most cases it is 
advisable to ha\e them under the 
direction of a new leader, not the 
scoutmaster. 


The senior program runs most 


f-moothly v.-hen the boys themselves 
decide what it shall be, when proj- 
ects and not tests determine ad- 
vancement, and when the 
older 


group operates as a distinct unit. 


The senior program, Keane said, 


has two main headings, the explor- 
er patrol plan or the sea scout or- 
f anization. 
There are numerous 


i amifications of either, the 
boy 


scout official pointed out, relating 
the story of a successful sea_ scout 
program v.-hich is c^—rating in a 
Nebraska troop.

Assures Leadership 


One of the most beneficial ef- 


fects of keeping the older boy in- 
terested in scouting is the assurance 
of sufficient leadership, both in 
nurrbers and experience, Keanr1 
said. "Generally speaking, the best 
leaders are scouts." he declared. 
"If you keep a boy in tha troop un- 
til he is 18, chances are 10 to 1 that 
he will become a leader. And that is 
what we need." 


In a meeting in which national 


scout officials conferred 
with 70 


scout leaders who were eminent- 
ly successful in-retaining older boys 
in troops. Keane said, factors which 
are the most forceful in holding 
members to the organization were 
listed accoiding to their import- 
ance. 


The opportunity for service was 


rated first, Keane said. Secondly 
came ceremony and thirdly, dis- 
cipline. The other factors in the 
order of their importance were as 
follows: Social program, fellowship, 
water activities, planning own pro- 
gram, and project method of ad- 
vancement. 


In the project 
method, 
senior 


boj s complete a certain task rather 
than take tests for badges. In ac- 
complishing the task, they actually 
"pass numerous tests", Keane said. 


The senior scouting chief rated 


swimming, v/atcr activities such as 
canoeing, and sailing as the most 
popular in summer boy scout camps. 


'Hanging Around" 


He said that many older boys 


"hang around the troop simply be- 
cause they like the scoutmaster," 
declaring that if scouting is to ad- 
vance, a workable, appealing pro- 
gram to interest these boys mu-.t 
be established. 


Keane's discussion included the 


following comments:

The basis of any troop is a well- j 


balanced r e c r u i t i n g program. 
Troops should try to _ enroll one 
new boy a month. It is better to 
take them in 
individually, be- 


cause they get more attention and 
the induction of one scout is more 
impressi\ e to him than if he were 
one of several.

even under the sea. 


In a world of perils only the fool goes 


unprepared. The grasshopper never looks 
ahead and succumbs to the first blast of 


• the blizzard. 


Formerly an army was trained long 


enough to both "harden it and instill it 
with the essential discipline without which 
no commander can plan extensive oper- 


• ations and hope to see them come through 


successfully. But today training becomes 
imperative for another reason. A mech- 
anized army cannot be operated without 
a competent and skillful personnel. 


'Russia's unresisted entrance into Po- 


land revealed that lesser peoples 
find 


difficulty in providing or operating the 
machinery of modern war. The roadsides 
were littered with its broken down trucks, 
+gnV* and other paraphernalia. American 
correspondents in. Estonia said that fully 
20 per cent .of Kussia's mechanized equip- 
ment broke down on the roads when it 
marched into that land. This may be due 
in part to improper construction but is 
undoubtedly due in large measure, too, to 
a personnel that is inadequate in both 
mental equipment and training to handle 
involved machinery.

SNOOPING AND GAMBLING 


The importance of the twin movement 


by Chicago State and Federal attorneys 
against bookmaking establishments, a nice 
enough term for gambling joints, will be 
understood when it is learned that race 
track news services are delivered to about 
600 such places in the city of Chicago 
alone. The critical nature of the proceed- 
ings is, further emphasized by the fact 
that a hard fisted prosecutor, with plenty 
of appointive assistants, made a shambles 
of 400 of these joints with axe and crow- 
bar, and they all opened up again with 
mended furniture while they spoke sor- 
rowfully of a prosecutor who could be so 
out of step with the times as to prevent 
the free and easy gentry from living off 
the fat of the land. 


It is not certain, by any means, that 


the elimination of wire services will put 
the quietus on this particularly 
vicious, 


because particularly 
crooked, 
sort of 


gambling, but it will put a deep crimp in 
the business, and when an enemy cannot 
be destroyed, breaking a leg or two will 
help some. 


The immediate willingness of both the 


telephone and telegraph interests to join 
with the prosecution, even to the extent 
of knocking themselves out of a million 
dollar business, is altogether to their cred- 
it. 
But their difficulties become more 


evident when we read one paragraph of a 
letter written by the executive head of one 
of these companies to the prosecutor. 
He 


said: 


"We must look to law 
enforcing 


agencies to advise us of evidence of 
violation of Federal and State law to 
be used as a basis of denying tele- 
phone service, for we cannot under- 
take to act as a policing agency, or 
to censor telephone service which, un- 
der Federal and State law, we have 
no right to do." 
The public, which is always quick to 


jump down the throat of public service 
corporations, wondered why they hadn't 
shut off this service long ago. But the 
same public, upon further reflection, real- 
izes that it does not want any corporation 
performing police services. That is the 
same as censorship, and it cannot be tol- 
erated. 


It would be a ludicrous situation if the 


city of Chicago found itself in a position 
where it had to surrender to hoodlums 
with fat wallets because its police and its 
judiciary, as well as the legislature which 
makes rules of evidence, were so much 
a party to the swindle on the public that 
nothing could be done about it; and in 
that situation, call in the much be-dammed 
public service corporations to clean up the 
foul mess created by public servants them- 
selves. 


Here is another opportunity to em- 


phasize that men who play poker around 
at each others homes, or women who play 
bridge, or-others who bet small amounts 
upon athletic contests, 
including 
horse 


races, are not gamblers in any true sense 
of the word. The evil in this bookmaking 
business, as in every other gambling ven- 
ture, arises when it is commercialized. 
That means professionals 
taking 
hold. 


When they have hold, races are fixed, 
horses are doctored, jockeys are bought, 
even the news items are faked, whereas 
paid cappers pour into credulous ears 
stories of just what it going to happen 
the next day when my lord or lady may 
recoup for the slip-up today. 


The courts have a nice question to de- 


cide in these Chicago cases but the only 
necessity for such unusual procedure is 
the breakdown of democracy in the Windy 
City. For if officers would collect evidence 
to be had for the asking, jurors were rhos- 
en who were more than mentally 8 years, 
old, judges presided who had no back 
door to their chambers and 
legislators

us doctors treating diabetics must 
scan our patients with greater care 
and be sure they have no vitamin 
deficiencies, because all agree that 
in the course of a chronic disease 
or as a result of infections that 
might deplete their stores." (I have 
quoted the doctor's statement ver- 
batim. I .believe he meant to say 
that in chronic illness and in var- 
ious infections the body requires 
more than the normal supply of 
vitamins, whereas in fact owing to 
restriction of diet or perhaps lack 
of appetite the daily intake of vita- 
mins is generally less than thc nor- 
mal.) 


If by my constant harping on the 


desirability of insuring an optimal 
or liberal daily supply of vitamins 
and particularly by my tiresome re- 
ference to vitamin B as "poor man's 
insulin" I have made one of the 
foremost diabetes specialists recog- 
nize that the doctor "must scan the 
patients* with greater care and be 
sure they have no vitamin deficien- 
cies," I offer no apology to any one. 


Not all authorities in the field of 


diabetes agree that "diabetic diets 
are -particularly rich in vitamins." 
One authority, for instance, points 
out (A. Jour. Digestive Diseases and 
Nutrition. 759, '36) that diabetics are 
likely to develop various complicat- 
ing symptoms due to vitamin defi- 
ciencies if the diet includes artificial 
foods such as gluten bread, diabetic 
muffins and other special "diabetic 
foods"—in fact all of a group of 85 
diabetic patients in the series stud- 
ied by this authority, in Philadel- 
phia, presented such symptoms. He 
concludes that the administration 
of "natural foods containing the es- 
sential elements" is the best way to 
prevent or correct these complicat- 
ing nutritional disturbances which 
are so common in diabetes under 
the older plan of diet and treatment. 
He particularly commends -the fol- 
lowing foods in the diet of diabetics 
regardless of the carbohydrate con- 
tent of the food: Asparagus, celery, 
cucumber, cranberries, green beets 
(meaning beet greens, the leafy part 
of young beets), dandelion greens, 
lemons, lettuce, limes, mushrooms, 
okra. radishes, rhubarb, spinach. He 
observes that most patients with 
diabetes admit they have never car- 
ed much for milk or have taken lit- 
tle of it. Milk and fresh fruits of all 
kinds are especially valuable in the 
diet of the patient who is training 


Here is a good place to repeat the 


rule of good nutrition: Every adult 
should have a quart of milk daily 
and ever}" child under sixteen three 
pints daily.

Constantly Talking of Child's 
Annoying Habit Works No Cure 


BY ANGELO PATRI 


If a child has some annoying fault or habit, don't feed it by talking 


about it either before him, or behind him. By talking about the failing 
we give it a reality, a power, that it could not have had if we had silently 
denied its reality and its power over the child. 


It is a mistake for instance to say, "Your hands are a disgrace, Eileen. 


I should think you would do anything to stop the awful habit you have of 
biting your nails. Why do you insist upon doing it? People are shocked 
by the sight of your hands. It's too bad you let such a habit get hold." 


By saying such things you strengthen the child's feeling for the neces- 


sity of her biting her nails. Ignore the matter beyond expressing admira- 
tion for pretty hands. Praise her appearance, her hair or'her skin, or her 
teeth, if possible, so that she feels she looks well. She will, in time, at- 
tend to the nails, too. But not if she is worried about them. 


It is a mistake to tell family friends about the children's mistakes. It is 


a sad shock to discover that a girl is in love with the impossible person, 
that she meets him secretly, writes him notes and the like. But telling 
the story in detail, repeating what you said and what she said, and pre- 
dicting awful things, will effect quite the opposite behavior you wish to 
bring about Talking about this 
thing will make it real to you and 
to the girl and the boy, too. Deal 
with it indirectly and you deal more 
effectively. Keep the children's se- 
crets from the whole world.

•vblem. Here is the latest: 


Dear Uncle Ray: 


"I am peeved because you have 


i.ot finished the milk snake subject 
We have looked up every book we 
can find, and none say that snakes 
will drink milk or steal it from a 
cow. 


"One old farmer eays he knows 


they do, but my men folk still 
argue about it So please follow up 
with proof, one way or another. I 
enjoy all your articles, but you're 
making a nervous wreck of me. 


Brodie S. Koskoph." 


I appreciate Mrs. Hoskoph's feel- 


ings. I am still a little worried over 
the subject myself, since I have not 
found final proof. 


As I said in one of my pest arti- 
cles, the opinion of experts is 
against the idea of any snake milk- 
ing cows. On the other hand, farm- 
ers and farmers' wives have sent me 
many letters saying milk snakes 
really take milk from cows. In some 
cases, they-report that they, them- 
selves, have seen the snakes cling- 
ing to the udders of cows. 


For the present, I must declare 


myself a neutral until a scientific j 
test can be made. Here are a few of j 
the things said against the idea: 


'•A snake's teeth would injure the 


cow's udder. A snake could not 
drink more than half a pint of milk 
at a time. Snakes like to be around | 
barns where cows are kept, but 
they are looking for mice, not milk." 


On the other hand, farmers and 


farmers' wives claim they have sean 
milk snakes taking the milk, and 
that the udders sometimes have 
been found injured by the snakes' 
teeth. They tell of cows which have 
been partly "dry" when they should 
not have been. 


It is possible that observers have 


been mistaken, but I believe those 
who have written me have been 
sincere.
